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PINAL  ESTIMATES  1938  CANADIAN  GRAIN  CROPS 


With  the  exception  of  wheat  and  oats,  final  estimates  of  the  1938 
Canadian  grain  crops  show  little  change  from  the  second  estimates  issued 
in  November,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa. 
The  wheat  crop  was  increased  "by  1,910,000  "bushels  to  350,010,000  bushels, 
which  compares  with  180,210,000  bushels  produced  in  1937,  and  was  the  larg- 
est harvest  recorded  since  1932.    Spring  wheat  accounted  for  330,196,000 
and  winter  wheat,  19,814,000  bushels.     It  is  estimated  that  the  total  crop 
of  spring  wh jat  included  32  million  bushels  of  Durum  as  compared  with  25 
million  bushels  of  Durum  produced  in  1937.    The  quality  of  the  1938  wheat 
wa.s  better  than  that  of  1937;  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  the  crop  averaged 
about  a  grade  higher.    The  protein  content  of  the  new  crop,  however,  was 
slightly  less  than  that  of  the  1937  outturn. 

While  the  1938  oat  estimate  was  reduced  by  5,933,000  bushels  from 
the  November  figure,  the  crop  at  394,593,000  bushels  was  more  than  a  mil- 
lion bushels  larger  than  the  1937  harvest.    Barley  production  totaled 
102,242,000  bushels  as  compared  with  83,124,000  bushels  obtained  in  1937; 
rye  amounted  to  10,988,000  bushels,  or  almost  double  the  1937  crop;  flax- 
seed was  estimated  at  1,389,000  as  against  774,600  bushels  produced  in 
the  previous  year. 

CHILE  PIXES  PRICE  OP  1938-39  WHEAT 

The  price  to  be  paid  for  the  1938-39  wheat  crop  of  Chile  has  been 
fixed  by  the  Chilean  Agricultural  Export  Board  at  85  paper  pesos  per 
metric  quintal  (about  $1.20  per  bushel  at  the  current  official  rate  of 
exchange)  at  railway  stations  in  Santiago,  it  is  reported  by  the  American 
Consulate  General  at  Santiago.    This  price  will  apply  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1939,  after  which  it  will  be  increased  to  87  pesos  ($1.22). 
The  price  fixed  for  the  1937-38  crop  was  about  92  pesos  per  quintal 
($1,30  per  bushel) ,  but  a  shortage  of  wheat  supplies  caused  an  increase 
to  about  117  pesos  ($1.65)  during  the  latter  part  of  1938. 

The  price  of  bread  in  the  Province  of  Santiago  has  been  fixed  at 
1.70  paper  pesos  per  kilogram  (about  4  cents  per  pound).     Similar  action 
is  expected  \n  the  other  Provinces  after  the  cost  of  baking  has  been  in- 
vestigated.   The  Export  Board  has  also  requested  the  State  Railway  to  re- 
duce freight  rates  on  wheat  by  about  12  percent  and  is  said  to  favor 
stabilization  purchases  of  about  18,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  by  the  Farm 
Bank. 

CHINA  HARVESTS  LARGE  RICE  CROP 

The  1938  rice  crop  in  China  is  the  largest  in  recent  years  and  is 
about  3  percent  above  the  harvest  of  1937,  according  to  a  report  re- 
ceived from  Owen  L.  Dawson,  agricultural  commissioner  at  Shanghai.  The

supply  of  rice  for  the  1938-39  season  (October-September)  is  one  of  the 
highest  on  record-  because  of  the  large  production  and  a  large  carry-over, 

A  large  proportion  of  the  rice-producing  area  in  China  is  still 
under  the  admini strati  on  of  the  Chinese  Government.  Shipments  of  rice 
from  this  area  into,  the  territory  occupied  by  the  Japanese  forces  have 
been  banned.  The  surplus  rice  areas  are  principally  under  the  Chinese 
Government  while  the  deficit  areas  are  largely  under  Japanese  military 
control. 

The  1938  rice  crop  for  all  China,  excluding  Manchuria,  was  esti- 
mated by  the  Shanghai  office  at  2,811  million  bushels,  as  compared  with 
the  1937  harvest  of  2,716  million  bushels,  and  the  5-year  average, 
1933-37,  of  2,454  million  bushels. 

The  1938.  rice  acreage  was  increased  to  some  extent  in  many  sec- 
tions of  the  country  through  encouragement  from  the  Chinese  Government  and 
because  of  the  desire  of  the  people  to  increase  the  food  supply.  In 
the  lower  Yangtze  Valley  the  acreage  was  reduced  because  of  hostilities 
and  the  crop  in  some  districts  of  this  area  was  also  damaged  by  floods. 

Considering  the  large  crop  in  1938  and  the  substantial  carry-over 
from  the  preceding  seas:n,  imports  during  the  1938-39  marketing  year  are 
expected  to  be  substantially  reduccde    It  is  believed  that  with  the  opening 
of  the  Yangtze  River  to  Hankow,  Japanese  shipping  facilities  this  season 
will  furnish  transportation  for  larger  quantities  of  rice  to  Shanghai, 
Tientsin,  and  other  coastal  cities.    Rice  imports  during  the  1937-38  season 
were  larger  than  was  anticipated,  as  coastal  cities  were  unable  to  secure 
rice  from  the  Interior    areas  in  spite  of  the  .good  1937  harvest.

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Rice  prices,  "both  in  the  interior  and  in  the  coastal  cities,  are  now 
"below  those  of  a  year  ago.    Prices  of  rice  in  the  Chinese-administered  areas 
are  comparatively  low,  while  in  Shanghai  and  other  Japanese -occupied  sections 
prices  are'     relatively  high. 

The  carry-over  of  old  rice  is  large  as  surplus  areas  during  the 
past  season  were  unable  to  transport  rice  to  the  coastal  cities.     In  ad- 
dition, the  Chinese  Government'. .is  reported  to  have  stored  considerable 
quantities  for  use  in  case  of  a  food  shortage. 

PERU  RICB  CROP  PROSPECTS  POOR 

The  1938-39  Peruvian  rice  crop  is  expected  to  "bp  one  of  the  shortest 
on  record,  according  to  Homer  Brett,  American  consul  general 'at  Lima.  The 
crop  this  season  has  suffered  from  the  scarcity  of  irrigation  water  in 
the  rice-growing  region  of  northern  Peru.     It  was  reported  that  in  the 
Province  of  Pacasmryo,  one  of  the  principal  rice-producing  valleys,  the 
crop  will  probably  turn  out  to  "be  not  more  than  10  percent  of  normal, 
while  in  many  of  the  other  rice-producing  Provinces  the  crop  will  he  from 
25  to  60  percent  of  normal. 

The  1937-38  crop  was  one  of  the  smallest  in  recent  years,  totaling 
3,219,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  the  1936-37  harvest  of  5,130,000 
bushels.     The  Peruvian  Government  in  1928  began  a  program  endeavoring  to 
make  the  country  self-sufficient  in  the  supply  of  rice  by  raising  the 
import  duty  to  encourage  domestic  production.     This  goal  was  soon  at- 
tained, as  the  domestic  production  approximately  doubled  within  3  years. 
Prom  1931  to  1934  rice  exports  frequently  exceeded  imports.     Two  short 
crops  in  the  past  3  years  have,  however,  resulted  in  Peru  again  becoming 
a  net  rice  importer. 

Imports  during  1938  were  considerably  increased  because  of  the 
short  1937-38  crop.     luring  the  first  9  months  of  1938,  imports  totaled 
approximately  50  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  24  million  pounds  im- 
ported during  the  12  months  of  1937.     Peruvian  rice  imports  during  recent 
years  have  been  principally  from  Si. am  and  British  India.     The  United 
States,  Brazil,  and  Ecuador,  have  furnished  small  percentages  of  the 
imports. 

MANCHURIA LARGE  EXPORTER  OP  VEGETABLE  OILSEEDS 

Vegetable-oil  and  oilseed  exports  from  Manchuria  during  the,  1937-38 
marketing  year  were  approximately  the  same  as  the  preceding  year,  accord- 
ing to  the-  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Exports 
of  soybeans,  hempseed,   sesame,  and  cottonseed  were  increased,  but  peanuts, 
perilla  seed  and  oil,  and  soybean  oil  were  below  those  of  the  1936-37 
season.     Shipments  to  the  United  States  declined  during  the  1937-38  sea- 
son but  were  increased  to  Japan  and  Germany. 
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Total  exports  from  Manchuria  during  the  1938-39  season  may  be 
about  equal  to  tho.se  of  the  past  season.     The  commercial  supply  of  soy- 
beans is  larger,  but  other  vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds  are  slightly 
below  a  year  ago.    Trade  agreements  with  certain  European  countries 
may  also  be  a  favorable  factor  in  increasing  Manchurian  vegetable- 
oilseed  exports  during  the  current  marketing  season. 

The  1938  soybean  crop  was  estimated  by  the  South  Manchurian  Rail- 
way at  170  million  bushels,  compared  with  160  million  in  1937.  The 
carry-over  on  October  1,  1938,  was  estimated  at  3,700,000  bushels,  com- 
pared with  2,200,000  for  the  same  date  the  preceding  year. 

The  1938  crops  of  other  vegetable  oilseeds  are  reported  below  the 
1937  harvests.    The  perilla-seed  crop  was  estimated  at  101,000  short 
tons,  compared  with  132,000  in  1937,  and  the  1938  hemp seed  crop  was 
placed  at  46,000  short  tons,  compared  with  56,000  in  1937.    No  official 
estimates  are  given  for  peanut,  sesame,  or  cottonseed  but  available  • 
information  indicates  that  the  harvests  for  these  crops  were  20  to  30 
percent  below  the  1937  production.

DANISH  HOG  NUMBERS  STABILIZED 

Total  hog  numbers  in  Denmark  on  December  31,-  1938,  at  2,706,000 
head,  were  about  the  some  as  on  the  corresponding  1937  date,  according  to 
cabled  advices  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
Census  figures  compiled  at  short  intervals  during  1938  indicate  rela- 
tively little  variation  in  numbers  following  the  16-percent  reduction 
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registered  during  1937.     Current  figures  represent  a  decline  of  about  50 
percent  from  the  high  levels  reached  in  1931  and  1932.    Danish  produc- 
tion programs  have  been  designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  British 
cured-pork  import-control  plan  in  effect  since  late  1932.    Under  present 
conditions,  any  liberalization  of  the  British  import  control  would  find 
Denmark  unable  to  utilize  immediately  an  import  quota  very  much  larger 
than  the  one  now  in  effect.
